When the house and senate commit- 
tees come to the task of writing a new 
tax law they will have available a 
vast store of information gathered by 
the special senate committee.

BARRETT ASSAILS 
NEW HOUSE BILL 
ON ‘BUCKET SHOPS’ 


Charles S. Barrett, president of the 
National Farmérs’ Union, on Satur- 
day gave out a statement in which 
he declared that a bill introduced in 
the house of representatives of the 
Georgia general assembly and entitled 
“An act to define and prohibit bucket 
shops and dealings therein; ete.,” is 
im reality a “joker bill.” containing 
a clause which will legalize ‘gambling 
in cotton futures,” and bring back to 
the state the “bucket shops,” which 
were prohibited under a law passed 
by the legislature several years ago. 

Section 7 of the present bill con- 
tains what President Barrett de- 
scribes as “the nigger in the wood- 
pile.” This section reads: “That 
there may be organized in any city, 
town or municipality in the state of 
Georgia voluntary associations to be 
known as cotton exchanges, grain ex- 
changes, boards of trade, or similar 
institutions, to receive and post quota- 
tions on cotton, grain, stocks or other 
commodities for the benefit of its 
members or other persons engaged in 
the production of cotton, grain or 
other commodities.”

The peace which 
wns actually made did measureably 
satisfy the victorious nations, but it 
so thoroughly and completely dissatis- 
fied the peoples of the defeated na- 
tions that it was plain at once that 
the maintenance of peace had become 
the duty and the necessity of the 
vietors and that force alone would 
avail to keep the cogquered nitions 
permanently quiet. 

Thus, hardly had it taken form 
when the league became an associa- 
tion of the victorious nations to pre- 
serve a status quo created by war, in 
fact an alliance against the defeated 
nations and against Germany as thie 
one really considerable state, capable 
in some future time of challenging 


Rhine boundary as laid down at Paris 
and Britain to defend it against t 
challenge of either. 

This proposal, then, substitutes for 
the league, as the police power behind 
the peace of Europe, so far as the 
Rhine is concerned—the joint respon- 
sibility of France, Germany and 
Britain: It recognizes the principle 
that nations will not undertake un- 
limited -responsibilities with respect 
to fereign frontiers and that, there- 
fore, the league will never have the 
resources to preserve peace by force. 
It substitutes the guarantee of the na- 


‘tions immediately concerned. 


It follows, quite logically, that if 
there can be association of nations to 
guarantee one state of fact, there can 
be other associations to guarantee 
other states of fact. Thus the little 
entente is an association which guar- 
antees a state of factt in the middle 
of Europe and the Franco-Polish al- 
lia nee another, which assumes respon- 
sibility for another system of fron- 
tiers, But the distinction is that, 
while all interested parties accept the 
Kthine situation, Hungary and Bul-- 
garia refuse to resign their hopes for

The evolution of the league insured 
American withdrawal. The people of 
this country were and are eager to as- 
sogiate themselves with any form of 
league dedicated to the preservation 
of peace, but they are just as unani- 
mous in avoiding any commitment 
which binds them to impose a system 
of frontiers upon a recalcitrant peo- 
ple as they are eager to work for 
peace itself. Instinctively, if perhaps 
with legitimate selfishness, they, too, 
perceived that a peace which has to be 
vuaranteed, a peace which, whatever 
its disguises, is an imposed peace, can 


exist onlv by virtue of force and is, 


not in reality peace at all. 

Kurope, having transformed the 
original conception of the league from 
its American form to that form 
which was im accordance with Euro- 
pean facts, America withdrew from 
the field, I do not mean to suggest 
that there was anything evil .in the 
European translation of Mr. Wilson's 
conception. In my judgment, the 
conception itself: has nothing what- 
ever to do with European facts. It 
was conceived three thousand miles 
from Kurope and without the smallest 
regard for the realities of the Euro- 
pean situation. Faced with the facts, 
Mr. Wilson had to choose between 
abandoning all and going home and 
accepting a league which was based 
upon European conditions.

American and British dis- 
closed the same total unwillingness to 
surrender themselves to blank check 
commitments to protect the distant 
frontiers of foreign nations, frontiers 
which had no concern for them, mere- 
ly to prevent conflict, while Italy and 
France showed that short of some 
specifie alliance they would not come 
to the aid of member nations of the 
league. ~ 
Final Effort Made. 


Now. today, through the German 


proposals which have a British back- 
ing, a new experiment is taking form. 
We Americans rejected the covenant 


hecause we refused to be concerned 


with the defense of any European 
The British refused the 
protocol because they declined to be 
responsible for the defense of all *ku- 
ropean frontiers. Lut the essential 


we can be unconcerned about all 
Kuropean frontiers, there are certain 
frontiers which are of vital impor- 
tance to the British. 

They have then, through ‘the mouth 
of a German statesman, proposed a 
new form of contract, the limited lia- 
bility contragt, but also the contract 
which lies mainly outside of the 
league. The British proposal is that 
there shall be a direct contract be- 
tween France, Germany and Britain, 
with Belgium a signatory, which 
binds all three great powers to accept

_But at this point the British and 
French have reached a compromise. 
French invasion of the Rhineland on 
behalf of her Polish ally will not con- 
stitute an offense against the Franco- 
rerman-British pact and thus bring 
sritain automatically into the matter, 
provided the league of nations 
through appropriate machinery shall 
have pronounced the German attack 
upon Poland wanton and unpzrored. 
Of course, in principle, the same 
thing would occur if France wantonly 
attacked Spain, Italy or Switzerland. 
but: it Is well understood that this 
aspect 1s purely academic. 

But it is essential to see the evolu- 
tion of the league. It no longer re- 
mains a group of nations united to 
guarantee peace by the combined re- 
sources of all members. It is no 
longer an association of victor hations 
to preserve the settlement of 1919. Its 
mission 18 no more than that of a 
court to which is referred the ques- 
tion of thé character of any breach of 
peace. It does not undertake to en- 
force any decision, but it is charged 
with the duty to decide whether an 
attack is wanton and unprovoked. 


Should it so decide, then its fune- 
tion is at an end. If for example 
German troops entered the neutralized 
area of the Rhineland and the league 


| declared the invasion unprovoked and 


the | 


same anxieties dne to the proximity | 
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violation of the Franco-German- 
British pact, then automatically 
French, British and Belgian troops 
would be released to share inthe 
task’ of repnising the German inva- 
sion. Should German troops enter 
Polish territory, then the decision of 
the league would permit French troops 
to enter the neutralized area of the 
Rhine without offense to the Franco- 
German-British pact and the British 
would be under no obligatie- to de- 
fend Germany, although similarly they 
would be under no neeessity to sup- 
port France. 

In conformity with this arrange- 
ment, any two or more nations can 
concert to defend any frontier which 
exists. ‘hey may enter into a defi- 
nite alliance, but the contract must 
be registered ‘with the league and it 
is for the league to ‘decide .whether 
the emergency which may arise war- 
rants the application of the treaty of 
alliance, g 

(iiven the situation of 1914, when 
her ultimatum .« to 
Serbia and followed it with a decla- 
ration of war despite the adequate 
Serbian reply, the appeal of Serbia to 
the league would have necessarily re- 
sulted in the league deesion that the 
Austrian attack was unprovoked and 
that, therefore, the Russian protection 
of Serbia, which would have been ex- 
pressed in a treaty with a league 
registration, came into force. Then 
the Russian mobilization would have 
been legal and the German declaration 
of war based on that: mobilization il- 
legal. France and Britain wonld 
have been legally entitled by virtue of 
their treaties to support Russia and 
the German responsibility for the war 
clear. 

With this evolution, the league loses 
much of its grandiose but illusory 
chagacter. It is no longer Mr. Wil- 
son's association of nations with their 
resources pooled and ear-marked for 
defense of peace. It has no direct re- 
lation to peace or w.r, it cannot pre- 
t the one nor conserve the other. 
It 1s a court which decides, but once 
its decision has been uttered, then it 
is left for the nations which are con- 
cerned to give force to the decision as 
they choose, which means jn practice 
as their interests dictate. 


Striking Compromise. 

Here, then, is a striking compro- 
mise between Anglo-Saxon and conti- 
nental European vconceptiors, both 
conceptions being based upon funda-

The present arrangement has recog- 
nized the vital portions of each point 
of view. It deprives the league of all 
authority to command the militar- or 
naval resources of any nation to main- 
tain peace, even if it regards peace 
as wantonly menaced. It leaves it 
with nothing but the right and the 
duty to decide what nation or nations 
have ®iolated their contracts and thus 
imperilled peace. But at the same 
time it permits all nations to enter 
into any contracts which they may 
choose to make to preserve peace in

At Georgia Club Institute 


“What is the cure for Club Pov- 
erty,” was the subject of the excellent 
paper which Mrs. W. B. Price-Smith 
read at the elub institute held in 
Athens last week at the University 
and .sponsored by the Georgia I ed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs. 

She is the efficient state chairman 
of business scholarships; chairman of 
applied education for the Atlanta 
Federation of Women’s clubs, and has 
aided in financing many orgaiiiza- 
tions. She was imvited to speak on 
the program and her address was one 
of the high lights of the club insti- 
tute program. 

What is the Cure? 

“What is the Cure for Club Pov- 
erty?’ At no period in the history 
of any club should poverty exist. So 
keen is the competitive spirit of the 
age, that the advantage of knowledge 
in the struggle for advancement is 
apparent to all. 

A good education is the best leg- 
acy we can leave for humanity. The 
best investment we can make for 
ourselves. The educated man in. ev- 
ery walk of life carries with him, 
his own capital. The best metl:od, 
therefore; to be pursued by any club 
that desires to become practical. and 
thoroughly acquainted with the es- 
sentials of progressiveness, is to be 
educated on all lines of interest of 
the day. : 

“The marshaling of affairs «ome 
best from those that learned and are 
willing to weigh and consider from 
experience the wisdom of doing things. 
The world needs leaders with faith, 
enthusiasm and courage. The .great- 
est blessing that any human. being 
can ask, is the ability to realize his 
own inherent powers and _ possibili- 
ties and to make practical use of 
them. Ever ready to uplift the itigh- 
er ideals in life physically, mentally, 
morally and spiritually. Tt. takes 
work, application, cooperation and 
eliminati®n of prejudices and petty 
jealousies to keep poverty out of a 
club. 


Lack of Faith. 


“Petty jealousies and personal am- 
hitions must be forgotten. “Lack of 


faith’? keeps us poverty stricken. By 
pinning your faith to the word of 
truth and having no prejudices opens 
real opportunities for each club to 
take the lead and lend its great in- 
fluence to bringing order and success 
in every undertaking and to the es- 
tablishment of a dependable and fixed 
purpose. No club can succeed it fos- 
tered for a selfish purpose in making 
money. You are measured by what 
you do. Do not lose confidence in 
your leader's ability, cooperate with 
them. 

“Try to get some new angles, new 
ideas related to the work of the club. 
For many years ‘man’s power’ reign- 
ed. but now ‘woman’s power’ is in 
evidence, throwing its dynamic force 
far and wide giving new hope, new 
courage, new vision to the problems 
of the day. Woman’s power has no 
limitations it develops interest.

Do not try to enlist too many 
members just to have a large club, but 
grow in extension work that your 
club will be a value to the communi- 
tv» Encourage ‘enthusiasm,’ for it 
plays a tremendous part in every de- 
partment of life. . Enthusiasm ‘braces 
up all the faculties,’ with it linked 
with faith, love, service and coop- 
eration, poverty in clubs cannot lire.”

1Y the people among whom he 
lived Stephen Clough. was 
credited with many qualities 
he did not possess.

the Amundsen-Ellsworth po- 
lar expedition marks a new 


era in polar exploration. No 
previous explorer has had 


the advantage of such a complete out- 
tit of efficient, yet compact. instru- 
inents for his guidance and observa- 
don. Many of these scientific refine- 
mrents are entirely new; others have 
now heen used for the first time in 
the arctic. 

Perhaps the most interesting and 
useful of these instruments are the 
sun compass and the. depth-sounding 


apparatus: — The fatter is a Gernian 
device called Behmlot’s Echo. The 
whole instrument weighs only a few 


ponds and replaces satisfactorily the 
Old-fashioned sounding machine with 
its thousands of feet of cumbersome 
and treacherous cable. The operator 
drops a cartridge which explodes 
wien it strikes the bottom of the sea. 
The operator starts his clock-work 
mechanism as he drops the cartridge 
and then listens through his micro- 
phone for the explosion. The depth 
is automatically registered.

HEN you see a fellow wave 
his arms wildly in the midst 
of a Saturday night crowd on 
the Boulevard Montparnasse 
“in Paris, you may be sure he 
is an anarchist., If you see 
the same thing on Columbus Circle 
in New York you may be just as cer- 
tain that the man is a preacher of the 
gospel. In Paris the gendarme would 
chase both from the street, but in New 
York the preacher ts allowed to stay. 
He can go as far as he likes; in fact, 
the sky is the limit. 

lt must be clear to everybody who 
has ever stopped for a few moments 
to listen to the message brought by 
the street preacher, that. many of 
inese feliows are extremely fond of 
hearing their own voices. They rant 
and rave, thunder and roar mostly to 
their own inner Satisfaction. Yet a 
good number of the street corner ex- 
horters are intensely sincere. Many 
of them are simply burning up with 
passionate religious zeal. They mst 
speak. They could not be silent if 
they tried. Whatever they lack+in 
religious training is made up with a 
native flow of eloquence that cannot 
be acquired in any school. A Mo- 
hammedan holy man, working him- 
self into a sort of frenzied auto-intoxi- 
cation on the market square of Cairo, 
could be no greater spellbinder than 
the fellow I heard Sunday night, for 
instance, in the heart of the Bowery.
